| have a confession to 
make, Although | have 
loved cross-stitch since | 
was little and designed sine 
1990, | didn't realize how 
important the care of a 
stitched piece Is. 

My granny, fram whom / F 
| inherited my love of rs 
stitching, made a beautiful 
linen tablecioth for me and | 
used it a lot. The years of 
cleaning, refolding and 
putting it away have worn the 
linen at the creases. It 
breaks my heart. | should 
have inquired about the 
proper care of that heirloom. 


Are your hands 
really clean? 

Our hands sweat and 
produce natural oils which 
can stain; wash often during 
the stitching process. Never 
use moisturizer or lotion 
before or while stitching. 


Using a hoop? 

Remember to remove it 
each time you put down your 
work for the day; you want 
your stitches to be straight 
and square, 


Time intensive stitching? 

Cover the piece when you 
are not working to protect it 
from dust and moisture. 
Keep your work away from 
direct sources of cold and 
heat, especially sunlight: 
floss is very sensitive and 
will fade quickly. 


, “i 


Washing your project 
after completion? 

Pieces should bs washed 
to remove the sizing. Plaase 
don't neglect to do this: 
sizing will damage and 
discolor the fabric over time. 


Ready to take the plunge? 

Fill a basin with warm 
water (comfortable to the 
touch), then add enough 
gentle detergent to make a 
nice head of suds. Immerse 
the piece and let it soak for 
about fifteen minutes; then 
gently work, being careful 
not to twist or wring. Rinse 
with cold water, then roll up 
in an absorbent towel and 
squeeze. 


Careful with that iron! 
It's hot! 

It's important to read the 
manufacturer's label and set 
the iron temperature 
accordingly. You don't want 
to scorch the piece. Place a 
dry towel on the Ironing 
board with the piece face 
down, Begin in the center 
and work outward, lifting the 
Iron each time you go to a 
new area. If you drag the 
iron, the piece goes out of 
square. Repeat the steps 
until the piece is smooth and 
dry. If the piece is not 
completely dry, lay it in a 
protected place. Then frame 
it, store it (flat in white tissue 
paper, never plastic bags)

The teller at my bank, 
Michele, is a personable young 
woman who makes it a point to 
remember my name as well as 
my son's. She always has a 
smile on her face and is 
extremely accommodating to 
the customer. One time when 
my son was sick, she wrote 
him a cute note wishing him 
well, and she included several 
lollipops to cheer him up. He 
was thrilled to receive it and 
remembers her thoughtfulness. 
Early this year, she discovered 
that she was expecting twins. 
Of course | was thrilled for her. 
As a designer, | find inspiration 
for upcoming designs in many 
places and | found one here. 

The various items for the 
cross-stitch baby set, provided 
by Charles Craft, which 
includes two styles of bib, a 
bonnet for the girl and cap for 
the boy as well as miitens and 
booties, would make a perfect 
gift for Michele (she was 
having a girl and a boy). As | 
designed and stitched the 
various pieces, | thought of her 
often and hoped things were 
going well. 

To begin the process of 
designing this piece, | asked 
myself, what type of character 
would be appropriate for both a 
boy and a girl baby? A teddy 
bear? A mouse? A bunny? | 
decided bunny rabbits would 
be suitable. 

Sketching the girl bunny was 
an excellent piace to begin, 
and the pink gingham pattern 
became the focal point of ner 
dress. Putfy sleeves and an 
apron give the dress a fanciful 
iook. Since I'm working with a 
fanciful bunny, instead of just a 
solid pale pink. | thought it 
would look better to continue 
the gingham pattern in har 


ears. To complete the scene, | 
added a fluttering butterfly and 
inviting tulips growing in the 
grass. | pictured butterfies 
fluttering about the /ittle girl's 
nead and her desire to touch 
them with her hands while she 
delicately walked through the 
tulips. This explains the 
placement of butterflies on the 
bonnet and mittens and the 
tulips on the booties. 

The boy bunny nas 
similarities to the girt bunny; | 
just trimmed him down a bit. 
His outfit is comparable to a 
gingham trouser set my son 
wore when he was an infant. 
pockets and all. To keep the 
sets connected, | needed to 
come up with an imsect similar 
to a butterfly that was not too 
“buggy.” but whimsical, since it 
was for a baby. Ah. yes, a 
ladybug! And. like most child- 
ren do, my son thoroughly 
enjoyed swirling pinwheels, 
and | thought the pamary color 
scheme would be perfect. For 
an axtra touch af whimsy and 
dimension, | added a coordin- 
ating color bow to eacn bunny.

Re SC pitch 
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Choosing and Preparing Fabric 


Most counted cross-stitch projects are worked on evenweave fabrics made especially 
for counted thread embroidery. These fabrics have vertical and horizontal threads of 
uniform thickness and spacing. Aida cloth is a favorite of beginning stitchers because its 
weave forms distinctive squares in the fabric, which makes placing stitches easy. To 
determine a fabric’s thread count, count the number of threads per inch of fabric. 

To determine the dimensions of a stitched design on any fabric, use this formula: 
number of stitches across design area + number of threads per inch of fabric = size of 


fabric in inches. 


Add at least 3" to all outside edges of design area measurements, or cut fabric to 
measurements listed in the materials section. For example, if your design area is 6" x 8", 


fabric should be cut at least 12" x 14". 
Working From Graphs 


Graphs or charts are made up of colors and 


symbols to tell you the exact color, type 


and placement of each stitch. Each square represents the area for one complete Cross- 
Stitch. Next to each graph, there is a key with information about stitches and floss colors 


represented by the graph’s colors and symbols. 


Mounting Design 


Cut cardboard or foam core board to desired size. Center stitched design on top of 
cardboard or foam core board with right side facing out. Trim design edges to 112" larger
